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CFS delegates debate issues 
of national importance to students 


The UVic Alma Mater Society hosted 
the seventh Annual General Meeting of 
the Canadian Federation of Students 
May 7 to 14. One hundred seventy seven 
delegates from universities and colleges 
across Canada, plus the host contingent 
and observers from non-member schools 
totalling 13, attended the conference. 
Free trade opponent Mel Hurtig 
addressed the group, and CBC reporter 
Mike Duffy talked about lobbying. Much 
of the students’ time was spent working 
in various committees, and regional cau¬ 
cus meetings were held each day. 

On the afternoon of May 12, the con¬ 
ference moved en masse to the steps of 
the Parliament Buildings for a B.C. Edu¬ 
cation Rally. The nation-wide assembly 
expressed their support for B.C. stu¬ 
dents’ hopes for increased education 
funding. The fact that inflation in B.C. 
has totalled 45 per cent since 1981, while 
post-secondary education funding dur¬ 
ing that time has been raised by only 
16.5 per cent, was among the concerns 
expressed by speakers who addressed 
the crowd. 

On the closing day of the conference, a 
section of the CFS constitution dealing 
with the rights of women students was 
due for re-ratification. Most of the 
women at the meeting walked out when 
a motion supporting the right to abor¬ 


tion was defeated. After debating 
amongst themselves, the women 
returned with a modified version of the 
clause which stated that a pregnant stu¬ 
dent should have the right to consider all 
her options and to act as she believes is 
in her best interests. The amended ver¬ 
sion passed with near unanimous 
approval. 

A major issue which arose on the final 
day was whether or not the CFS should 
initiate weighted voting, a system in 
which the number of votes a member is 
allotted depends on the size of the 
school. Currently, each member institu¬ 
tion receives one vote, regardless of 
enrolment.*This policy is a major reason 
why large schools like UBC and the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto are not members of 
the CFS. They believe that if they are 
going to bring large numbers of 
members to the Federation, and conse¬ 
quently large amounts of money in dues, 
they should have a greater say in the 
decisions which the Federation makes. 
The smaller schools contend that if 
weighted voting were instituted, their 
votes would no longer carry any influ¬ 
ence. No final resolve was reached, but it 
was agreed to continue discussion at the 
semi-annual CFS meeting this fall in 
Halifax. 


He brought Canadian history 
to life for his students

Gifted history teacher Alf Loft is much 
missed and fondly remembered by his 
many friends, colleagues and former stu¬ 
dents at UVic. Highly regarded by all 
who knew him, this popular professor 
remained active in the university com¬ 
munity from the time of his official 
retirement in 1976 up until his final 
days. 

Loft, who died May 9 in Victoria at the 
age of 77, began his teaching career in 
elementary schools in Saskatchewan in 
1932. He served in the RCAF from 1941 
to 1945, then received his B. A. in History 
and English at UBC in 1947. He resumed 
his teaching career in Rossland, B.C., 
after the War, and joined the Victoria 
Provincial Normal School as an instruc¬ 
tor in 1954. 


From 1956 to 1973 Loft was an assist¬ 
ant professor of history in the College of 
Education at Victoria College. He 
retained this position when the College 
received official university status in 
1963, then in 1969 was promoted to the 
position of associate professor. 

Words of praise and affection for Loft 
come from all quarters, including from 
Prof. Peter Smith (Classics). “I always 
liked him on the personal level enor¬ 
mously, which I’ve always attributed in 
part to his Saskatchewan background. 
What a wonderful contingent of people 
we have had from Saskatchewan! 

“He was so honest, with absolute 
integrity in every way. He was one of 
those salt of the earth prairie people, a 
backbone of the university,” Smith says. 

“Everybody knew and liked Alf,” says 
Bill Stavdal, Manager in Charge of Pub¬ 
lications for the provincial Ministry of 
Education.” 

“I took a Canadian survey history 
course from him at UVic when I was 
doing a degree at UVic in the late 60s. He 
had a great love of his subject and a gift 
for teaching. He managed to convey to 
students that Canadian history is not a 
dull subject. And he had a wealth of 
anecdotes. He spent his summers travel¬ 
ling and hiked portages that people he 
taught about had actually done. He was 
not just reading a book when he taught— 
he made history a living subject,” recalls 
Stavdal. 

Loft was an active member of the UVic 
Speakers Bureau and frequently taught 
as a guest lecturer at UVic after his 
retirement. He is survived by his wife 
Bea and two daughters.

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Cinecenta gets better sight 
and sound 


Cinecenta has acquired a new 35 mil¬ 
limetre projector and a new sound sys¬ 
tem, which will make the quality of its 
product “as good as a theatre down¬ 
town” according to Manager Paul 
Barron. 

The new systems, worth a total of 
about $40,000, were filnded by the Alma 
Mater Society's Capital Replacement 
Fund. The theatre, located in the Stu¬ 
dent Union Building, is a film society as 
opposed to a commercial theatre, and is 
the only repertory theatre left in Victo¬ 
ria, says Barron. 

While its selection of movies and lower 
ticket prices have made Cinecenta a pop¬ 
ular alternative to major theatres in the 
past, in recent years problems asso¬ 
ciated with the old 16 mm projection sys¬ 
tem have threatened its viability. 
Barron explains that a 16 mm projector 
is the size used regularly in classrooms 
on portable projectors, while a 35 mm 
system is the most common one used at 
movie theatres. The width of the film 
provides slightly better quality in new 
films, but the real difference occurs in 
older productions. Since 35 mm systems 
have become predominant, fewer 16 mm 
prints are made of movies, and it is diffi¬ 


cult to get certain films. Because there 
are so few copies, those that are in circu¬ 
lation are used frequently, and often by 
non-professional projectionists. Such 
frequent use reduces the quality of the 
print. 

The results of these problems for Cine¬ 
centa have been poor picture and sound 
quality with many of its presentations, 
causing patrons to look elsewhere for 
entertainment. With the new systems in 
place, Barron expects that “it will do a 
lot better in the next few years.” 

“This is the first year we have run a 
May/June schedule, and the turnout 
has been almost as good as during the 
school year,” Barron notes. He adds that 
with the improved quality more non¬ 
members of the society are coming to 
Cinecenta. All students, staff and 
faculty of UVic are automatically 
members, and people from the commun¬ 
ity can become members by paying a 
small annual fee. 

Cinecenta will host an International 
Film Festival this August. In the past, 
the society has organized similar festi¬ 
vals but had to rent local theatres to 
show the films. This year, it will screen 
all the movies in its own theatre. 


Stevenson elected president of 
Financial Development Association 


Kayla Stevenson, Special Assistant to 
the President, Fundraising, has been 
elected president of the Financial Devel¬ 
opment Association (FDA) of Van¬ 
couver Island. The association, 
composed of a group of people who 
represent organizations involved in fun¬ 
draising, is affiliated with the FDA of 
British Columbia and is the first associ¬ 
ation of its kind on Vancouver Island. 
Stevenson is their first president. 

The main purposes of the association 
are to promote professionalism in fun¬ 
draising and to promote philanthropy 
and volunteerism in the Vancouver 
Island region (which includes the Gulf 
Islands.) Response to the FDA’s mem¬ 


bership drive was so overwhelming that 
the first year membership goal was 
exceeded even before the early bird dead¬ 
line, Stevenson reports. The FDA's 31 
members represent a broad cross-section 
of non-profit organizations, including 
human care, health, education, environ¬ 
mental concerns and the arts. 

“I am delighted with the response to 
our membership drive. This is a clear 
indication that individuals and organi¬ 
zations in the Vancouver Island region 
are concerned with professionalism and 
increased education in fundraising and 
see a need for an association like ours,” 
says Stevenson. 


Faculty Club honors retirees 


The Faculty club will host the 
annual dinner in honour of reti¬

17. About 90-100 people will 
attend according to Faculty Club 
manager Edmund Vlaszaty. 
“There were about 70 in the past, 
and it is getting bigger every 
year,” Vlaszaty notes.

Chair debate unabated

When issues are “complex and contentious” as 
Daniel Bryant claims, the descent into invective 
probably will not help matters. So while, as in 
his original letter, he buttresses his argument 
with a paean to his personal commitment to 
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feminist causes (this time even as a small 
child!), I shall merely commend his juvenile 
behaviour. 

However, his main argument remains as 
unconvincing as before. His argument runs as 
follows: the measure of the term “chairman” is 
determined by its “inherent denotation.” By the 
latter, I assume he means that its meaning is 
determined by the set of all possible objects to 
which the term can be attached. The term has 
always referred to anyone (female or male) 
who embodies the characteristics of “a person 
chosen to preside over a meeting” (OED). Yes, 
replies Bryant. And so, since “person” does not 
exclude females, “chairman” ought to be used 
to refer to them as well. 

Yet even this lexical definition is not part of 
the “inherent denotation” of the term. It is pre¬ 
cisely, using Bryant’s terminology, part of its 
“connotative” meaning. In order to determine 
the objects to which the term applies, one 
would have to understand each of the terms in 
this (or any other) “connotative” definition. 
Surely it strains our credulity to believe each of 
those terms has an “inherent definition” as 


well. (What is the “inherent denotation” of the 
word “meeting”?) The only possible salvagea¬ 
ble argument that Bryant could rely on is that 
the denotation of the term is immediately intu¬ 
ited. To believe that the meaning of “chairman” 
is determined by some a priori (inherent) refer¬ 
ence (denotation) is to believe that chairmen 
are ultimate constitutents of the matter of the 
universe, and not simply convenient linguistic 
constructions whose use we learn as part of our 
growing up within the linguistic community. 

My point was simply that meaning is solely 
determined by usage. The use of “chairman” is 
not bounded by its OED lexical definition. Its 
use is, as Bryant puts it “offensively pejorative” 
since, to women, its use has bounded and 
limited our expectations concerning what we 
can achieve in this society. Although Bryant 
hasn’t yet noticed, the terms “postman,” “spo¬ 
kesman,” “salesman,” etc., are being sup¬ 
planted by non-sexist terms; these often by 
institutional decree. The use of “postal worker” 
to refer to “postman” seems no less intelligible 
than the shift from “chairman” to “chairperson” 
would be. Bryant’s attempts to understand my 


argument have led him to discuss the ’’inherent 
denotation” of words such as “nigger” and 
“Czechoslovak,” wholly misrepresenting the 
issue at hand. 

Finally, my argument did not at all concern 
etymology, which is the point that Bryant 
missed. The reason why there is no objection to 
“p^ime minister,” “doctor,” “educator,” etc., is 
simply that their use is such that they do not 
reinforce gender stereotypes. However, since I 
believe that the measure of a term is more prop¬ 
erly understood in its context of use, there is no 
sense arguing about these terms unless some 
context is specified, as it was in the case of the 
word “chairman.” 

So, Bryant can, as he puts it “cling to the 
-man suffix for all it’s worth.” I wish him well, 
and hope that he reviews this letter with the 
kind of open-mindedness and fair judgement 
one expects to find in a person who enjoys the 
privilege of participating in the University 
community.

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Two UVic professors elected to Royal Society of Canada

Two UVic professors have received the 
honor of being elected to the Royal 
Society of Canada, the country’s most 
distinguished learned society. 

Dr. Anthony Birch (Political Science) 
and Professor David Campbell (Clas¬ 
sics) were inducted into the Society at its 
Annual Meeting, June 5 in Windsor, 
Ontario. The society’s object is “to pro¬ 
mote learning and research in the arts 
and sciences.” 

Birch, 63, a member of UVic’s Depart¬ 
ment of Political Science for 11 years, is 
considered to be among the foremost stu¬ 
dents of national and local govern¬ 
ments, especially those of the United 
Kingdom. Representation and decen¬ 
tralization are his areas of special 
interest. 

Birch is very pleased to receive the 
honour, especially since “most of the 
people (who are elected) come from 
bigger universities, like UBC, Toronto 
and McGill.” His election was not a com¬ 
plete surprise, since he was told in 
advance that he had been nominated, 
but Birch notes that opening the enve¬ 
lope with the good news inside was a 
pleasant experience. That experience 
occurred at the end of April, when Birch 
officially learned that he had been 
elected to Academy II of the Society, for 
English speaking professors in humani¬ 
ties and social sciences, (Academy I is 
for Francophones in humanities and 
social sciences, and Academy III for the 
natural sciences). 

Birch was educated in England, com¬ 
pleting his schooling at the London 
School of Economics, and taught at the 
University of Exeter before coming to 
Victoria. He was elected to the Society

on the strength of his six publications 
and many articles. His seventh book, 
Nationalism and National Integration, 
will be published in the spring or fall of 
1989 and marks a slight departure from 
his usual topics. Birch also plans an 
eighth book, a theoretical discussion of 
eight political concepts including power, 
authority and liberty. 

In the summer of 1989, Birch will 
retire from teaching, but will continue to 
be extremely busy with his writing. In 
addition to working on his newest book, 
he will be revising an earlier work, The 
British System of Government, for pub-

lication of an eighth edition. 

Professor Campbell was also elected 
to Academy II. He stresses that part of 
the credit for his election must go to the 
U Vic Department of Classics. “I find it a 
very congenial place to work. I have 
enjoyed working here, especially in the 
library,” he notes, and adds that he feels 
very much a part of the University. “My 
wife is a senior lab instructor, and my 
three daughters are all graduates of the 
school.” 

Campbell came to UVic in 1971 from 
Bristol University in England where he 
taught for 18 years. One of his under¬ 


graduate students at Bristol was UVic’s 
new Vice President Academic Dr. Sam 
Scully. Campbell spent a year as a visit¬ 
ing professor at the University of 
Toronto and another at the University 
of Texas at Austin during his time with 
Bristol. 

Campbell’s specialty is Greek lyric 
poetry. His introduction to the subject, 
published in 1967, is a regular text for 
both undergraduate and graduate stu¬ 
dents in most of the English speaking 
world. The Golden Lyre is a more gen¬ 
eral review of the themes of the Greek 
lyric poets. Campbell’s major work is a 
four volume set for the Loeb Classical 
Library titled Greek Lyric. 

Volume I was published in 1982, 
volume II will be published later this 
year, and volume III is complete and 
with the general editor awaiting publi¬ 
cation. Currently, Campbell is develop¬ 
ing the final volume and continuing to 
write articles for various journals. The 
60-year-old professor plans to teach five 
more years and expects his work on 
Greek lyric poets to continue after his 
retirement. 

The other UVic faculty members who 
are fellows are current President Dr. 
Howard Petch (Physics), Dr. Edward 
Irving (Physics), Dr. Marvin Shinbrot 
(Mathematics), Dr. Jean-Paul Vinay 
(Linguistics), Dr. M. Harry Scargill (Lin¬ 
guistics), Dr. Donovan Waters (Law), 
Dr. George Mackie (Biology), Dr. Alis¬ 
tair Matheson (Biochemistry and Micro¬ 
biology) and Dr. J.A. McCarter 
(Biochemistry and Microbiology). 
Former UVic Chancellor Dr. Ian 
McTaggart-Cowan is also a fellow of the 
Society.

Extension staff members 
win CAUCE awards 


Researchers at UVic, Simon Fraser 
University, and the University of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia rarely work in isolation;, 
it is much more common for them to 
work with colleagues. Those colleagues 
may be across campus or at a different 
campus or research centre. For a grow¬ 
ing number of experiments, conven¬ 
tional means of communication 
between these researchers limited the 
degree to which they could work 
together. But a new data communica¬ 
tions network, “BCnet,” makes team¬ 
work easier through high-speed 
interactive communication. 

With funding first from the former 
Universities Council and later from the 
BC Advanced Systems Insitute, BCnet 
was established and now links the 
campuses of the three universities, 
TRIUMF, Microtel Pacific Research 
and the SFU/B.C. Advanced Systems 
Institute Expert System Laboratory at 
the British Columbia Institute of Tech¬ 
nology Discovery Park in Burnaby. On 
June 10, the official opening of BCnet 
will occur simultaneously at UVic, 
UBC, and SFU. Minister of Finance 
and Corporate Relations Mel Couvelier 
will be present at the UVic site. 

BCnet consists of dedicated cable 
and microwave links and connects net¬ 
works at each site that have already 
been in operation for several years. The 
link from UBC to SFU uses a coaxial 
cable with a transmission capacity of 
1.5 million bits per second. The connec¬ 
tion to Vancouver Island involves both 
cable and microwave transmission 
and has a capacity of 224 thousand bits 
per second, about one-sixth the capac¬ 


ity of the Lower Mainland lines. When 
funds permit, the link to UVic will be 
upgraded to 1.5 million bits per second. 

What all this means to researchers 
like high-energy particle physicist Lyle 
Robertson is that it is now as fast and 
as easy to communicate with a col¬ 
league across Georgia Strait as it is to 
talk with someone down the hall. 
Robertson and several other 
researchers at UVic and TRIUMF are 
involved in an international experi¬ 
ment known as “SLD,” the Stanford 
Linear Accelerator Centre (SLAC) 
Large Detector. They are constructing 
a $1.5 million part of the detector, a 
liquid argon kalorimeter. Before BCnet 
the responsibilities of building the kal¬ 
orimeter had to be divided up with the 
researchers discussing developments 
once a week or so. Now, although phys¬ 
ically they aren’t all in the same place, 
they can work together as a design 
team on a day-to-day basis. “The Cana¬ 
dian members of the collaboration on 
SLD can work much more effectively,” 
says Robertson. 

B.C. researchers can also interact 
more easily with their colleagues at 
SLAC and at the Centre Europeen de 
Recherche Nucleaire (CREN) in Swit¬ 
zerland because BCnet allows them to 
log onto computers at these centres 
almost instantly. “With BCnet, when 
you participate in an experiment you 
can do so at a more significant level.” 
And because there is a broader range of 
experimental opportunities available, 
UVic is now more attractive to gradu¬ 
ate students, Robertson points out. 


Two members of UVic’s Division of Uni¬ 
versity Extension and Community Rela¬ 
tions have won awards from the 
Canadian Association for University 
Continuing Education (CAUCE). “This 
is a remarkable achievement for a single 
institution and reflects an extremely 
high degree of competence and profes¬ 
sionalism which has received national 
recognition,” says Director Gordon 
Thompson. 

Out of the six categories in which the 
1988 CAUCE Promotion Awards are 
given, Promotions and Publications 
Officer Gail Woods has won in three 
categories and was runner-up in a 
fourth. She will accept these awards, 
which were won in the categories of com¬ 
posite calendars, posters, and bro¬ 
chures, at the CAUCE AGM in Toronto 
this month. For the first time, winners 
are invited to present and discuss their 
submissions at the session: “Quality 
and Innovation in Promotion, 1988 
CAUCE Award Winners.” 


Included in Woods’ presentation will 
be her prize-winning cover of the spring 
calendar for UVic’s Extension Pro¬ 
grams. “I always use an image and 
colour that reflect the season—usually 
something nature-oriented,” says 
Woods, who does almost all the work 
herself in-house. Another probable rea¬ 
son this promotion won first prize is that 
it’s attractive and easy to read, a result 
of Woods’ requests for feedback from the 
people who actually use the calendar. 
“I’m told that when they see the cover it 
makes them want to open it — that lets 
me know I’m on the right track.” 

Program Coordinator Brishkai Lund 
received a runner-up in the Program 
Awards Competition for “Canada’s 
National Security: Choices for the 
1990’s.” “The value of entering this kind 
of competition is to get the word out to a 
national audience about these mate¬ 
rials,” says Lund. “This is an important 
issue and I think all Canadians should 
be aware of our defence options.”
